Major F.A.C. Boothby, Lieutenant P Brent and Captain Reklewski 
inspected this point at about 1715 hrs on 7 JUL 46. 


The buildings consist of several blocks of flats or houses, 
rather like English Council Houses. The people were not seriously 
overcrowded, certainly not as crowded as they would be on the trains. 
There was no running water at the time of the inspection and it was 
explained that the Russians cut off the Town supply from time to time. 


Several hundred refugees had just arrived at the time of the 
inspection and arrangements for allotting accommodation appeared to 
be slow and haphazard. 


Cooking facilities were inadequate for the numbers and sanitary 
arrangements were almost non-existent. The Camp Authorities were asked 
to take immediate steps to improve sanitation. The inspection lasted 
for nearly an hour, and at the end of the hour the new arrivals were 
still waiting in the rain. 


The atmosphere of the camp is not good. The party was conducted 
round by a woman named Kecimiera MOSZCZORCK whose behaviour not only 
to the German, but also to the members of the Mission, left much to be 
desired. It had apparently been the intention to remove everything 
possible from the Germans except what each person could carry to the 
station. There had been talk of removing handcarts, and even prams. 
It is a good thing that other camps are better managed than this one, 


A collecting point in KOLHFURT which is in fact an overflow fram the 
Gorlitz Camp, was inspected the same evening. This Camp was improvised 
at half an hours notice to cope with an emergency. This Camp is a 
eredit to the Polish organisation. There are beds for all old people, 
a large latrine, plentiful water and the rooms are large and clean 

and not in the least overcrowded, There are no cooking facilities 
however, but hot food is cooked in the station cookhouse and brought 

to the people. 


Numbers of Germans were questioned and, in strong contrast to 
the Gorlitz Camp, there was not a single complaints

On Press release on the incident of closing Operatian 
HONEYBEE. 


It was agreed between the RUSSIANS and the BRITISH that the 
refugee exchanges between the two zones would be closed on 350 June 463 
any further exchanges of refugees who reside in the BRITISH Zone and 
wish to transfer to the RUSSIAN Zone or vice versa, would be undertaken 
on a head for head basis By mutual arrangements to be made in advance, 


On 1 Jul the RUSSIANS endeavoured te force a refugee train 
containing approximately 2,000 refugees into the BRITISH Zone at the 
refugee exchange point in the HELMSTEDT area without first contacting 
the BRITISH Military Goverment officials in charge of refugee exchanges, 
The train was refused and returned to the RUSSIAN Zones; the next day 
and for several days the trein continued to arrive only to be refused 
and returned by the BRITISH authorities. In ons case when the 
train was shunted over to the BRITISH Zone all the refugees tried 
to rush out and cross the zonal frontier on foot over the open 
countryside. BRITISH troops who were standing by had to be called 
in to control the illegal entry of these refugees who were subsequently 
returned to the train and it was again despatched to the RUSSIAN Zone. 


On 9 Jul it was quite obvious to the BRITISH Officials the 
condition of these unfortunate GERMAN refugees was deteriorating 
and that the RUSSIANS were not assisting in the matter. A meeting was 
arranged between the RUSSIAN Refugee Frontier Officials and the 
BRITISH and it was agreed to receive this train providing that a 
similar train of refugees from the BRITISH Zone would be accepted 
by the RUSSIANS. This was effected on 9 Jul. 


It is of interest to note that on the official closing of the 
exchanges between the RUSSIAN and BRITISH Zones 1, 800,000 refugees 
had been received inte the BRITISH Zone from the RUSSIAN Zone and 
a little over 500,000 despatched fran the BRITISH Zone to the RUSSIAN 
Zone. One of the reasons for this adverse balance into the BRITISH 
Zone was the fact th=t many people were evacuated from the RUHR and 
HAMBURG te the East of GERMANY during the war.

I have to report that at BUNZLAU on 12 Jun 46 I visited the German Assembly 
Point, comnencing at about 0830 hrs. 


The canp cmsists of the following buildings, 


A large three story building suitable to accomodate approximately 
800 peoples 

A smller two story building te accomodate approximately 600 people, 
A two story country house suitable to accommodate a amall MI room, 
medical ward and German clerical steff. 

A factory containing two large rooms used for Custan Control of 
Germans and to house Gemmans in the case of owr-crowding. 


When I arrived at this camp I contacted the Camp Comendant. to whan I made 
known the object of my vieit, He invited me to go round the camp, offering 
me every assistance, The Camp Comandsnt informed me that at present there 
were 2800 persons in the camp, 1800 of which were leaving on the evening of 
12 Jun by rail for Germany. 


The length of stay at the camp by Germans was periods up to 12 days. 


During iy inspection of the camp I noticed the following points, 

(a) Accommodation. In the first three buildings mentioned sbove, all 
have wooden floors. ‘The buildings are divided into roans, each room 
suitable to house 15 to 20 people. The roons are warm and were kept 
Clean by the Germans. In many of the roams I noticed that the floors had 
baen reently swept and washed, 


In one wing of the largest building the rooms were littered with paper and 
oddments, I was informed that the Germans in this wing were part of the 
number leaving the camp that night end were at the moment in the Custom Roan, 
The fact was verified later and I also obse:ved a working party employed 
cleaning this part of the building. 


(b) Food and ci Vocilities. There is a large cook house in the larger 
tend ties Botlaanee are cooking stoves which are available 
to the Germanse one cooking stove I observed four women cooling potatoes 
and another stove had been used recently by the Germans as the plates of the 
oven were still very vern. 

In the large cookhmuse there are two large boilers suitable for boiling 
coffee for approximately 500 pemons at a time. Water is laid on to the 
Idtchen. ‘There is also a large dining room where approximately 200 persons 
could be fed at a time. There were no tables in the dining roan. 

There is also a emaller kitchen with two sasller boilers used for boihing 
milk for the children, I was informed that children up to 10 years of age

Bread and coffee is issued for the Germens end, in the cookhouse there was 
sufficiert bread to feed 2800 for one meal, and coffee ws being boiled, 
Several fomilies were eating food in the roams end they informed me that 

the coffee and bread was issued to then, Some families had sausage which 

was from private stocks they had brought to the comps. 

Wood was also available for use in the cooling stoves. 


(c) LIetrines. The latrines in the large building aW latrine attached to 
the Customs Control room are out of order, and in a really bad states 
Several of the latrine vans were full of excreta, 

No water is laid on to these latrines and I pointed out to the Camp 
Conuwendent, I was informed that these latrines were out of bounds and thet 
latrines were available outside the building for both mm and wanene 
Latrines in the other buildings were in good order but not sufficient for 
the large number of persons housed. 

The outside latrines I consider are not adequate for the large munber at 
the compe 


(a) Medical Facilities, The smaller building is used as a hospital where 
10 beds are Available in two mmll wards. ‘There wes one patient in the 
hospital. 

2 German dootors are smployed and 6 nursing slsters. ‘There is alsoa 
dentist who is oe of the refuyees at the hospital. 

The German doctor informed me that medical supplies were in short supply 
I did however notice that there was an qyuivalent emomt of nedical stores 
as thet held in the M.I. Roan KOHLPuRt. 

The doctor requested that a supply of chloride of Lime be mide available 
for use in the latrines at the camp. 


(e) Pire Precautions, ‘There are no fire precautions at the camps

The entrance to the building and stalr cases are narrow and all floors 

exe wooden. 

Water is laid on to the building by the normal water taps but the water is

I again refer to the question of the rate of movement of German 
expelees. 


In my report No. 5 of the 7th Jume I raised this question at the 
instance of the general representative for German repatriation from Warsaw, 
but my remarks on our obligations under the agreement were my own. 


Now, since the ship movement has stopped the Polish Authorities 
have specifically referred to that clause of the agreement which gives the 
rate at 1500 a say by rail and approximately 1000 a day by sea. In the 
opinion of the Polish Authorities, this agreement was signed on behalf of 
the British Govermment and this mission has continually had to have recourse 
to the other terms of the agreement, failing which it can be fairly stated its 
work, however moderate, could not have been carried out, and without which, in 
fact, its presence was not called for. 


I feel sure that this clause of the agreement cannot have been known, 
or the ship movement would not have been completely stopped suddenly without 
any warning or reference to the Polish Government, or reasons being given. 


I quite appreciate that there may be serious reasons, particularly of 
food which would make the slowing up of the rate desirable from a British 
point of view, but would venture to suggest that this should properly be 
raised first with the Poles. I would further point out that the situation over 
the repatriation of Poles has no bearing on the movement of Germans the latter 
operation being the subject of a separate agreement, and the authorities have 
made no complaint about the return of Poles by train, and in fact have requested 
that ships be sent empty rather than not at all. 


As pointed out in the above mentioned report, a bi-weekly trip of the 
Isar would move 6,000 Germans fully meeting our obligations. The small ships 
are hardly worth while. 


I would earnestly request that I may be informed of the future policy in 
this respect. An early reply is requested as it affects the organisation of the 
camps in Stettin, and the intake movement, and feeding of German minorities 
elsewhere.

East of the Riesengebirg, at the gateway of the Sudetenland, lies 
the little mountain town of LANDESHUT with its extensive textile industry.

The rape of wowen and girls 
began, Those that-hid themselves often had a lucky escape, Eyentually 
order was restored ani the appearance of the town became normal, It 
was even possible to distribute eggs. At the end of May Polish militia 
arrived, At the beginning of June the first civilian Poles took over the 
government of the tom, io start with there were no excesses by these 
Poles, They started immediately to eject the inhabitants from their 
houses, At most, a quarter of an hour was given to families to leave their 
dwellings and they had to leave their furniture ani household goods behind, 
Only in a few cases were they allowed to take any clothing or food with 
them, The Poles found moh booty. The industrious Silesian, who knew 
nothing except his work and his striving after comfort, appeared in the 
eyes of the ragged Foles, of whom the mJjority came from NEU-SANDEZ, as 
a capitalist. 


Eight regular housing commissions were constantly at work, apart 
from the commissions working illegally on their own accord, But asking 
for a certificate or an authority was answered by blows and ill-treatment. 
This method was soon altered, however, so that they could work more 
"rationally". Whole streets were "resettled" in other streets, At 6 
o'clock in the morning the Militia surrounded the street quarter and at 
8 o'clock typewritten notices ware placed in the shop windows to say 
that this street had to be "resettled" in another street at 7 o'clock, 
Mostly, after everything in the houses had been searched and what was 
worth while taking away had been stolen the people were allowed to return 
to their homes, Anyone who resisted or tried to take anything away was 
not allowed to return but had to find refuge with acquaintances. 


The pace increased from day to day. Some of the inhabitants had "fled" 
15 to 20 times, Many women daily put their "possessions" into their 
satchels when they went to work and returned with them in the evening 
to their sleeping quarters, Often 18 people lived in one smi room, 
In contrast to this single Poles lived in three or four rooms, 


During the night the resettlements on the town limits were plundered 
and the inhabitants chased into the streets in their shirts. They roused 
their neigijbours with fire alarms and signal whistles, ‘here were cries 
for help and shouting every night in-all quarters of the tom, Daily

Extract of letter from A. RICHTER, Brackwede Nr. Bielefeld dated. T7oh-01 94.66 


As requested I now give you-a few particulars of my fate as a 
refugee. Contrary to the article in the Russian newspaper which you 
received and which you attached to this, the evacuation took place very 
unexpectedly and quite brutally, My house had previously been plundered 
several times by Polish auxiliary militia, self-installed Polish "burgomasters" 
and Russian soldiers wandering at large who had made themselves independent. 
Consequently I had very few possessions left, but I did not expect that the 
official evacuation would be made an excuse for robbing me of my last 
rucksack, trunk of papers and certificates, 1,000 RM in money and all Jewellery. 


Previously it had happended that the inhabitants of whole towns and 
villages had been driven out of their houses by subordinate Polish authorities 
as though they were to be evacuated: but after a short time they could always 
come back and then found that though their homes had been looted they could 
still fix them up again after a fashion, 


On Sunday 24 February in the evening I happended not to be at the house 
of my cousin Frau Erna Richter who owns a chemists shop in Schlegel, 
Suddenly all the inhabitants with the exception of the miners were driven 
premetorily fran their homes and locked into a room in the public house, 
The following day they were marched 17 kilos to the Finanzamt at Glatz. When 
I wanted to return to this house at Schlegel I found that everything was barred 
and sealed, I hid myself until the following morning ani then, with the 
assistance of a Polish woman who was secretary of the Party, tried to get hola 
of my few remaining parcels, A Polish lieutenant who was to have helped me 
ordered me to come to him the following day, then he had me beaten and taken 
to my cousin's house apparently to fetch my belongings, However, in spite 
of the fact that the house was barred he had had them removed the night before, 
The house looked incredible all drawers, baskets, etc. had been emptied 
on to the floor and anything that was useful for the black market had been 
taken, The remainder lay about or swam in liquids from bottles, jars ani 
pots which the Poles had sampled and if they didn't taste good enough had 
poured on to the floor. 


Later, after I had borrowed some clothing fron the miners, and was 
intending to go along to the Evacuation Camp at Glatz, I was attacked 
afresh, beaten up and locked in the prison of the Polish Secret Police at 
Mittelsteine, where I found people who had already spent 12 days squatting 
on the concrete floor there. I was then beaten by }, Poles with rubber 
truncheons until I gave way and revealed some of the secret hiding places 
of my cousin's chemist shop, These were looted in my presence and I then 
remained a further 5 days locked up without food. I was then apportioned 
to a fresh party of evacuees and sent from Schlegel to Glata (17 kilos). In 
Glatz about 1,000 people (ranging from 4 months to 85 years) were locked in 
4 barracks where already there were about 4,000 Germans lying on the floor, 
For 4 days the German orderlies gave us only coffee and bread. the 6 field 
kitchens there only cooked for the staff, 


On the 5th March we were taken to the main railway station at Glatz, 
Those refugees whom the Poles had deprived of their handcarts had to buy 
fresh ones from the Poles who had already taken them from their predecessors, 
and in this way bring their baggage to the train, Then the handcarts were 
taken away from them again and sold to the next lot of refugees. On the vay 
to the station we were molested by ragged and drunken Poles. About 50 
goods wagons containing from 30-60 persons each formed the train which took 
us to Kohlfurt. There were not heating stoves, only the holes for the stove 
pipes through which the wind whistled in, On the way the Polish escorting 
soldiers broke into several of the wagons and plundered parcels, watches and 
jewellery, In Kohlfurt we saw the En:lish for the first time, They registered 
us and gave us a small ration of bread, ercatz coffee, sugar and cream cheese, 
and with their help we succeeded in getting restitution from some of the Folish 
soldiers who had robbed us on the way, 


In the Russian Zone we saw no Russians and on the journey we were given 
coffee. When we arrived at Alferde in the British Zone we were transferred 
from one train to another and looked after properly. We were split up in the 
districts of Springe and Hameln, About 60 of us from Glatz and Schlegel were 
allotted tp Bakede, a village of about 700 inhabitants, which was to take about 
400 refugees. Accommodation is mostly very primitive as there is nothing 
much available in a village of this kind, I and a 70 year old stranger from 
Breslau, who had become separated from his family, were given a roan without

1. Owing to the fact that I have been away on leave, no report has been sent 
in since May th. During this period of three weeks 57,251 expellees have been

2. To reach the U.K., I travelled by the Polish air line to Warsaw. ‘The 
aircraft, which was a Russian built Douglas, stopped at Posen en route. I was put 
up by the British Emabasy, and treated with every consideration. I had an interview 
with the Ambassador, who informed’me that he had been urged by the Foreign Office, to 
male strong representations to the Polish Government with regard to the treatment of 
Germans, but that from the information, which he had at his disposal, he did not 
think this called for, and had not in fact done so. 


I pointed out to him that this treatment particularly of old people was on 
the border line, and could be summed up by saying that the Poles did not care what 
happened to the Germans. Although he did not actually say this, the attitude of 
the Embassy can be summed up by the reply of another member to the same remark, that 
there was no reason why they should care. 


He raised the point about refugees coming from Danzig, and suggested that 
it would be more humane for them to cane by sea the whole waye In accordance with 
his request, I mentioned this to It.

As far as the rail movement is concerned, it is appreciated that the rate 
has been conditioned by the slow turn-round, which has been out of the control of 
the British Authorities.

They promised to raise the matter with 
Potsdam via their immediate superiors at Warsaw. The trouble seems to be the low 
priority given to these trains during their return trip empty through the Russian 
Zone « Berlin were requested to made a direct request to the Soviet authorities, 
either to increase the priority or else to provide an extra train. 


No answer to this has been received, but the trains have improved. 
£ have been informed however by the Polish authorities, that an international mission 
was coming to Stettin to examine the whole question of the running of the trains, I 
have asked Berlin for information. 


th regard to the ships, it is realised that the agreement only gave 
an approximate figure, but however that figure is interpreted 
considerably more than half.

I now understand that no more Poles are returning by sea, and that there 
is a possibility of the sea movement of Germans also ceasing. I take it that this 
will be after discussion or notification to the Polish Government, and that the rail 
movement will be stepped up. I would point out however that the Ii 
earry out the shipping programme by two weekly trips, which are well within her 
capacity. 


During the period of this report of 3535 days (erroneously given as three 
weeks in para 1) the averages are 600 by sea, 1084 by rail, total 1684 per 
During the time that "Swallow" has been operating from Stettin, that is 101 
the averages have been 1383 for both sea and rail together. 


Since writing the above I have heard that the sea movement has been 
cancelled. I have not been told the reasons for this and it would be appreciated 
if I could be given this informatio, and whether it is permanent or temporary, as 
I have been asked for this by the Polish authorities. 


be I have been informed that the trains arriving at Bad Segeburg are not met 
by British personnel. I would most strongly urge, that whatever the system is used 
for dealing with German refugees, at aleast a British represent ative takes over from 
the Polish Guard on the train. 


6. I have underlined many of the deficiencies of the Poles in these reports 
but I would say, that they are due to the difficulties inherent in the situation in 
which Poland finds herself. The authorities have been most cooperative and most of 
the trouble has been due to subordinates. 


The better Poles are all pro-British and one of my N.C.0.'s the other day 
had his hand wrung and was thanked for what "his Atlee" had said.

REPORT ON TRAIN NO. 16: = JEWISH) 


This train arrived Mariental at 1100 hours on 19 May 
filled mostly with Jewish Personnel. Out of the 2028 on 
board there were only 56 genuine Swallows. 

These Jews were well-fed and dressed and in actual 
fact, they were not expellees, but volunteers for the American 
Zone, and were surprised to learn on arrival that they were 
going to be treated as normal refugees. 


We had the greatest difficulty controlling these people, 
Roughly 90% refused to be deloused and registered, and for the 
first time we had no alternative but to call A Coy. 1st Btt. 
Yorks and Lancaster for assistance. Then, and then only, under 
a display of arms did the people attempt to obey orders, 

Normal procedure takes fran to 4. hours but owing to the 
attitude of these people, it took almost 9 hours. 


During screening Field Security arrested Ginther STERNBERG, 
(who said he was an UNRRA official from 504 team). He admitted 
later that he had forged documents for 180 people. Those 
people in question were found, and after examination by F.S. were 
allowed to enter the British Zone, STERNBERG is now under arrest 
and iS, are dealing with him 


I am of the opinion that this operation was very well 
Planned, because early Monday morning, 20th May, a representative 
from Jewish Committee Hanover, (Mr. Sanek) arrived at this H.Q., 
and expressed surprise when I informed him that we had despatched 
these people to other destinations in the British Zone, He said 
that he had an agreement with the Americans for these people to go 
to Ober Amergau in Bavaria, where they had a transit camp, fran 
here they emigrated them to Palestine, America and various other 
Places, He said it was unfortunate that they had arrived at 
Mariental because he was expecting them at Lustringen, He asked 
where in the British Zone had these people gone, this information 
I supplied him with, 1500 to Detmold, 250 to Immendorf, He also 
asked if he could open an office in Mariental in order that he 
could contact any further Jews who may come through, ‘This was 
refused, 


Enclosed is the freight ticket showing payment of 25162,20 Mks 
for use of the rolling stock. This stock came through the usual 
route and under a Polish Guard.

There has been another incident betwem Polish guards and 
British troops, ‘The Polish version is attached. It miles it Ufficult 
to handle these camplaints here if we do not get the British version, 
For example, no reply was received to my letter dated May Mth "4lleged 
incident of AlversdorfComp". I would like to state the Polis point of 
view, without prejudice. The Poles hate the Germuns beyond anything we 
can understand, The status of a German here is equivalent to that of a 
dog, though he is not as well fed. mn crossing the frmtier the Germans 
heap insults on the heads of the guaris, who camot be expected to 
understand and whose position becones very Ufficult, It cannot be 
wondered at if they "go off the deep end". At present their orders are 
to see that no one boards or leaves tho train before arrival at destination. 
What are they to.do if Germans try to jump off to avoid the Reception Camp? 


In an attempt to ease the situation I propose to suggest to the 
Poles that, on entering British Territory; their guards are responsible 
for the train while it is in motion only and that; while it is at a station, 
it is the responsibility of the station authorities, In my view tie 
logical solution is that the guard duties should be taken over at the 
Frontier by a meall British arsed party, who would see that the Poles were 
not insulted by the Germans. The Poles would then be off duty until 
recrossing into the Russian Zone. ne result of these incidents is that 
the Polish Guaris, who detrain here, return very angry and this places 
members of this unit in no small denger. But it is one of the risks we 
have to take, With the arrest of another British subject, about wich 
seperate report is being made, things become rather trying here, as I 
consider it a duty to try to look after any Britiah subject who comes 
here in distress.

Frau Josefa A rn dt appeared at this office, Until 23.12, 
1944, she was living at Odertal/Gross-Strehlitz together with her 
husband and 5 children 23, 17, 14, 9 and 8 years. Besides, the family 
has 4 further children. It is supposed that two of these children 
22 and 15 years old are yet in the Sudetengau. At the time where the 
family Arndt has been evacuated another 20 years old daughter was 
residing at Dorfstadt/Vogtland, A 24 years old san was soldier. Any 
news about him have not been received. 


In view of the near front, Frau Arndt has been evacuated to 
Austria /Oberdonau together with her husband and the above named 5 chil= 
dren. The family remained her till the end of war. On account of their 
German nationality, the family has not more received ration cards so 
that it was impossible to remain there. The family attempted then to 
return to their home-place Odertal and went at first to Hungary where 
they were in a transit camp for 3 weeks. ~When a transport of Poles 
travelled from here to Krakau, the family accompanied this transport 
hoping to have a facility for returning to their home-place Odertal. 
Arriving at Krakau, the family was recognised at once as being of 
German nationality and arrested.

Report on Train No 165 (Jewish) 


This train arrived Mariental at 1100 hrs on 
19 May filled mostly with Jewish personnel. Out of the 
2028 on board there were only 56 genuine Swallows, 


These Jews were well-fed and dressed and in actual 
fact, they were not expellees, but volunteers for the 
American Zone, and were surprised to learn on arrival 
that they were going to be treated as normal refugees. 


We had the greatest difficulty controlling these 
people. Rougly 90% refused to be deloused and registered, 
and for the first time we had no alternative but to call 
A Coy 1st Btt Yorks and Lancaster for assistance, Then, and 
then only, under a display of arms did the people attemt 
to obey orders, Norm procedure takes fran 3 1/2 to 4 hours 
but owing to the attitude of these people, it took almost 
9 hours, 


During screening Field Security arrested 
Gtmther STERNBERG, (who said he was an UNRRA official from 
504 team). He admitted later that he had forged documents 
for 180 people. Those people in question were fod, and 
after examination by F.S. were allowed to enter the British 
Zone, STERNBERG is now under arrest and F.S. are dealing 
with him. 


I am of the opinion that this operation was very well 
Plamed, because early Monday morning, 20 May, a representat- 
ive from Jewish Committee Hanover, (Mr. Sanek) arrived at 
this HQ and expressed surprise when I informed him that we 
had despatched these people to other destinations in the 
British Zone. He said that he had an agreement with the 
Americans for these people to go to Ober Ammergau in 
Bavaria, where they had a transit camp, fram here they 
emigrated them to Palesting, America and various other 
places, He said it was wmfortunate that they had arrived at 
Mariental because he was expecting them at Lustringen. 

He asked where in the British Zone had these people gone, 
this information I supplied him with, 1500 to Detmold, 

250 to Immendorf. He also asked if he could open an office 
in Mariental in order that he could contact any further 
Jews who may come through, This was refused, 


Enclosed is the freight ticket showing payment of 25162,20 Mks 


for use of the rolling stock, This stock came through the 
usual route and under a Polish Guard,

The result of thie cheek, corried cut by Polish ani Britich 
officers, scens to have disclosed a few liumesrian natiomls, who wre 
removed froas the train, ut it also appears that the inspecting officers 
entertained considersble doubts as tc whether the papers of the remainder, 
purporting te declare them to be Germana, were above suspicion. 


You will oo doubt agree that the precemt operation sete out to transfer 
cnly peremns who sre Gommns te our “ooe of Gormeny, anil I beg therefore 
t© request that you will use yow utmost endeavours to enaure that the 
westboumd trains contain only Germans ami that (t 1s male impossible for 
citisens of any other nationality te board them.

Report on Train No.165. 


This train arrived at KALAWSK at 1705 hrs on 17th May. 


It was met by a representative of an international Zionist 
organisation and was found to be nearly 100% filled with Jews. 


This representative asked that no extra people be loaded on the 
train as it was already over-crowded, 


Qn checking, the train was found to contain 1572 people. Baggage, 
consisting of everything from canmodes to double beds, was piled 
to the cieling. 

— 


As it was considered that this baggage was far in excess of 
anything envisaged under the agreement and as there was a build- 
up of some 300 people waiting to entrain, it was decided that they 
would have to be loaded to the usual scale used here. 


To avoid friction between Jews and Germans it was decided to tell 
the Jewish train leader to evacuate seven coaches under his own 
arrangements. 


This was eventually done, but every means to delay the clearing of 
the train was used. Attempts were made to refuse disinfectation 
and one entire coach refused to get out. They had to be persuaded to 
do so by our officer.

‘A check for non-Germans was carried out and, although the only 
people taken off the train were te Hungarians, it became obvious 
to the British and Polish inspecting officers that many of the 
papers carried by the passengers were not above suspicion. 


No action could be taken on this matter here as the machinary 
does not exist for a tefhnical check of documents. 


A note was sent to the commandant of UELZEN camp, warning him that 
it might be advisable to check the passengers at his ed. 


It was understood that all the Jews were travelling voluntarily 
under sane special arrangement with the Polish Government . 


No warning of the arrival of this train was given.

An analysis of the number of "eitras" entrained at KALAWSK to date is 
attached as Appendix "B". It will be seen that there is a steady increase. 
This unit can handle a train without "extras" in almost exactly an hour. 
With "extras" it takes about three hours in dusting, allocation of wagons 
etc: Thus, with four trains per day the unit is on duty 12 hours per day, 
seven days per week. This is a great strain on all concerned. ‘The Poles arf 
utterly incapable of checking the influx, assuming that they have any desire 
to do soe Legally, the "extras" can be refused and turned back. In fact, 
no Englishman could do such a thing. Another factor is that almost all 
the fit young men despatched frau here have arrived as "extras". 


The local hospital is without medicines or instruments. Tt appears that 
it will get none in the forseeable future. This has to be taken into 
consideration when deciding whether or not to refuse admission of certain 
sick into the British Zone. When inmates of Hospitals and Institutions 
begin to come through with the consent of the British Authorities this 
matter will be very serious as a number is certain to have to be taken 
off the trains here. 

It is submitted that the International Red Cross bé asked to help.

My dear Sister ! 


First I beg your pardon for writing with copy pencil. You will be able to 
guess the reason and excuse it, 


To my great surprise I notice that people here are without any knowledge of 
conditions in the east, I would like, therefore to give you some information on 
this subject and ask you to forward it to the British Major and to the doctor who 
attended to our delousing. 


1. The Russians. At the moment when after the capitulation the Russians 
entered German territory, looting, robbing and raping of girls and women began, 

At that time I stayed at Flakenhain near Altheide with another nun. Soldiers 
forced their way in the houses everywhere, robbed jewellery and demanded spirits. 
If a person did not open at once, the doors were smashed, Hereby several murders 
occurred, e.g. the 80 year old father of an acquainted lady was slain with a 

board on the cellar steps. Several women who opposed to being raped or who wanted 
to protest their daughters, were shot, We two nuns seemed to inspire them with a 
‘certain awe, they did us no harm. From 17.5 to 28.5 we both stayed at Altheide, 
where we took possession - with the Russian Coumandant's permission - of the house, 
Which Hitler had stolen from us. We met there with many refugees, who tried to 
find protection from the Russians, Several acquainted ladies had, with assistance 
from refugees, cleaned the house which the Russians had inhabited, from the 
incredible, disgusting filth of the Russians. A priest who knew a little Russian 
had won 4. gentlemen who guarded the house at night time. Frou that time many 
wanen and girls came to our house at night time to find protection from the Russians. 
A number of them told me that they had been raped by the Russians, ‘here were mare 
cases every day. 


On Monday the 28th of May several Russian cars came into our garden, 
the men told us that we had to leave the house within half an hour's time. We 
returned to Palkenhain, When the Russians had parties they left such a filth 
behind that a pig-sty was a palace compared with the rooms they used, German 
wanen then had to clean the houses. Looting and Raping went on for a long time. 
Even today such cases occur occasionally, Then wireless sets, cameras underwear 
and clothes were taken. The mission-house Christus Rex, where we were guests 
was also badly looted, Our other nuns who stayed at Ratibor till about Master 
time have suffered much more than we did. ‘wo of them and the 70 year old Boun (7?) 
were raped. Our 83 year old Senior-Sister was shot in the street through the nape 
of her neck, Several of than were severely maltreated. In many villages there is 
no female being who has not been raped, Many nuns were no better off, especially 
at Neisse and Breslau. A number of then, who opposed, where cruelly murdered. 
Many priests were shot, some displaced. 


2. The Poles. They settled dom in the German houses. ‘The Germans had to 
leave their homes within 5 minutes. They were not allowed to take anything 

with them or very little only. The same thing happened on the farms, The Germans 
were allowed to stay there as workers, but now they were also chased away. In 
some villages this happened at night time and they had no permission to take 
anything with them, e.g. at Batzdorf near Altheide, but also at other places, 


Right at the beginning the Poles declared 2 Marks to be equal to 1 Zloty. 
Prices rose tremendously, for the Russians had driven away nearly all the beasts, 
They also took away a great part of the potatoes, grains and sugar—beets in order 
to make Schnapps out of it. An enormous rise of prices was the consequence, @.g. 
1 1b of bacon was 300 Zloty and more, the same 1 lb of butter, Ration cards 
had to be paid for at the cost of several Zloties, ‘he Germans however could buy 
nothing or very little only for them: We recently paid nearly 1,000 Zloty for

ewt. of coke. At night time Polish Military and civilians looted, The 
eruelties practiced at this were incredible. I know with certainty of several 
homicides lately, Several men died froa the consequences of maltreatment, 

e.g. kicks to the abdanen, What I reported here is little, others could report 
on much worse incidents, 


The Czechs might have been warse even than the Russians and the Poles. ‘They 
chased the German Refugees for hours without pause, Those who stayed behind, 
old, women, sick, children, were slain with the butt of the rifle, the others 
were driven into the river Elbe, where most of them were drowned. One of our 
Sisters Witnessed this. And at the wireless it was announced that the evacuation 
was carried out in a human wey! 


Farewell, dear Sister; Once again I thank you from all my heart 
for your kindness and beg you not to neglect to make this information kmown, 
God dless you for all the help you have given us.

Alversdorf 16 Mar 46. 


Richard Fuss born 24 Feb 11 at Hindenburg, present address; 
Refugees Camp Alversdorf volunteers the following statement: 


Case: 


On Saturday 9 Mar 46 at about 2100 hours 3 Polish soldiers appeared in my home at 
Nd, Hannsdorf Krs. Glatz. They demanded all the keys to the dwellings of the 
house, When I told them that I did not have the keys they kicked in all the doors. 
Everything they found in the roomsws taken and put on a wagon, I was not permit- 
ted to leave the room in which I was staying. After the soldiers had plundered 
everything I was dragged into the cellar and was undressed dow to shirt and pants. 
I was robbed of RM 1,653.-.-. 1 pair of golden wedding rings and a watch for the 
blind. I was allowed to put on my old clothes again, I was lead back to my 
appartment. There were all clothes and linen which was kept in cabinets and 
cupboards taken away. Also the luggage which had been packed for the journey 

was stolen, I was permitted to take the worst things, those that were hardly 

fit for use, During the plundering I was held in check by a Polish soldier 
threatening, with his gun. My wife and children who were very mich afraid 

and crying were loudly shouted at and threatened with knuckle dusters. When 

the soldiers had plundered everything they wished us a "Good Night." Then 

they left. I reported the case to the Burgomaster. No action was taken, On 
Sunday 10 Mar 46 I was instructed to leave my hane. Many inhabitants of Glatz 

and vicinity have had the same experiences.

STATEMENT 


Augustowskix, Arnolds, lion tamer, born 6 May 21 at Riga, Latvien Nationality, 
being summoned and reminded to tell the truth states the following:- 


In May 1942 I was admitted to the German Wehrmacht as a volunteer. (47 Watch 
Battalion), In Riga I was put to guard duty at German amunition dumps etc, 
After two months I left the unit without permission, I was arrested by the 
Cerman Wehrmacht. ‘The imprisonment lasted util 9 May 45. During my imprisonment 
I was at various camps in Sudetenland, After about 4, weeks I went to Silesia 
the vicinity of Breslau with same other fellow countrymen. In Sudetenland I 
made the acquaintance of Fri. Certrud Kroker. She had previously gone to 
Breslau. After several vain attempts to cross over into the British Zone, 

we contacted a Polish Officer at Kohlfurt, who after taking down our personal 
Particulars gave us permission to board refugee train No.74 on 3 Apr 16, 

As I cannot return to my homeland and intend to marry Frl,Kroker I kindly 
ask to be allowed to stay in the British Occupied Zone. 


As Augustowiskis cannot speak German, Frau Babette Bliszaws, a Latvian National, 
born 25 Aug 21 was asked toact as interpreter. 


Frau Blizwars herewith makes & statement on oath that she has truthfully 
translated the above statement from Latvian into German,

STATEMENT. 

Teacher Herr Franz Muller, born 28 Nov 1900 at Albenforf: Kreis Glatz, 
last residence Kreinsdorf, Kreis Glatz appears at the camp directors office 
and volunteers the following statenent:- 


I was transport leader of refugee train No.7} which was to go to the British 
Zone on 2 Apr 46, At about 0600 hrs Brau Selma Baier left the platform to go 
to the lavatory; at about 1100 hrs the husband of Frau Baier reported to me 
that Frau Baier had not returned. His attempts to find his wife had until 
then been unsuccessful. I reparted this to the Polish Railway Police who 
took dow short notes and promised to take action in this case, After an 
hour had elapsed and there was no news about the woman, I went to the 
Polish Security Police and reported to them as well. Nobody took any notice 
of this, however, I was told that they were not the competent authority for 
this case and that they dealt only with political affairs, On my request 
that something should be done about it because the husband and children were 
in the train, I was referred to the criminal police, When I objected that 

I could not leave the train to ring up the criminal police I was told by one 
of the officers that his father too was deported by the Germans, Then I was 
told to get out, When the train departed at 1600 hours Frau Baier had not 
turned up and her whereabouts were not ascertained either. Frau Bair is 

53 years of age and comes from Vierhofen, Kfeis Glatz. 


Besides the following incidents happened during the journey:- 


(a) On 2 Apr 46 at approximately 1930 hours 2 Polish soldiers armed with 
rifles broke into truck No.15 before the train left. They were drunk and 
exhorted Ril 65 - from the passengers. If they would not pay another 15 
Refugees would be put into the truck. Arter they received the money they 
disappeared, The following persons have signed a repart on that incident which 
is attached, 


Josef Obrich, Armand Felgenhauer, Family of Paul Olbrich, Family of R.Erber, 
Family of Alfons Jaschke, Family of Anton Felgenhauer, Family of Franz Hilbig, 
all of Krainsdorf, Kreis Glatz. 


(v) On 2 Apr 46 between 2200 and 2230 hrs a number of men in Polish 

uniforms fired several shots and broke into truck No,13 of refugee train No.74. 
The passengers particulerly Herr Henschel, were threatened with the butt of a 
rifle. Only when the people in the truck and those of the other trucks cried 
for help the Poles left off, The attached report is signed by Friedrich Pohl 
who was in charge of the truck. The following witnesses have signed; 

Heinrich Hentschel, Anni Kotowski, Franz Zimmermann, Heldegard Hentschel, 
Anna Hentschel, Ida Hentschel, Maria Kreissel, Ema Korn and Alfred Volke, 

all of Krainsdarf/Kreis Glatz. 


(c) On 31 Mar 46 between 2230 and 2330 hrs at the station of Neurode A 
Polish railway policeman, a militia man and a civilian Pole, Niedziella, 

of Krainsdorf broke into the railway truck and twice exhorted 20 Zloty per 
person, because & woman who had been molested by the railway police resented 
this, Besides the intruders took 4 suitcases from Frau Rother, her daughter, 
Frau Franz, Frau Teutler and her daughter, The contents were clothing ,linen, 
2 pairs of shoes and a pair of felt-shoes, They disappeared immediately with 
these articles. Niedziella is a man who organised the transport, He isa 
figure head in public life in the Polish damunity Kreinsdorf,

Besides Frau Lichtbalu, aged 65 received blows by fists whilst the Poles 
were stealing, Witness of this incident are the following:-

STATEMENT. 


Herr Friedrich Geppert, business man, born on 8 Apr 96 at Freudenberg/Kreis 
Falkenberg, previously resident at Breslay, Neue Taschenstrasse 23, having been 
summoned and interrogated states the following:- 


I have been the German transport leader of refugee train No.76, which left 
Frankenstein in Silesia for Mariental on 4 Apr 46. On Wednesday 3 Apr 46 

at about 0730 hrs a yart of Frankenstein was cordmed off and the larger part 
of the Germans living there were evacuated within an hour and less, They were 
taken to the Police Prison. All the luggage was searched, mainly for valuables. 
Chiefly articles of clothing, linen, suits, shoes, handbags and jewellery were 
taken. I myself lost 3 post savings books, three bank books and a silver 
pocket watch, and other articles, I was given receipts for the saving books and 
the watch. ‘The money was to be refunded in the British Zone by means of the 
receipt. 


On 4. Apr 46 at approximately 0700 hrs the evacuees were taken to the station 
and loaded on a goods train. This was canpleted at approximately 0900 hrs. 
When it wes found that 9 trucks were not loaded yet the Polish militia carried 
out a raid on the vicinity of the station, to get the number of the people 
together which was necessary to fill the train, These people could hardly 
take anything of their personal kit and property as they had only 10 minutes 
notice, The train left Frankenstein station at about 2100 hours on 4 Apr 46, 
At the station Schweinitz at 0030 hrs cries for help were heard coming from 
several trucks, It was said that Russians had tried to break into the trucks, 
by means of crow bars, ‘The Polish guards fired a few shots upon which the Russians} 
fired as well and disappeared, On the whole 40 to 50 shots were exchanged. 
During a check at 04.00 hrs I met an NCO of the Polish guard to whom I reported 
the incident. He replied that there would be incidents till Kohlfurt. Besides 
the train was to stop at Nainau at night time in a campletely evacuated area. 
If the refugees preferred to be in safety they will have to make financial 
sacrifices to the Polish guard, In that case he would negotiate with the 
German Fahrdienstleiter (supervisor for train departures) at Hainau to pass the 
train through to Kohlfurt. The officer in charge of the Polish guard actually 
went to the Fahrdienstleiter and talked to him in Polish. If this concerned the 
passage of the train could not be ascertained because I cannot speak Polish, 
My brother and myself then gave the officer of the guard 700 RM each and as I 
had no more money I also gave him my wedding ring. The journey to Kohlfurt was 
then without any further disturbance, 


At Kohlfurt a new guard with a Polish Officer in charge took over. Befare the 
departure of the train soldiers of that guard explained that the safety of the 
refugees depends on a monetary gift, I reported this to the British transport 
officer, who explained that nothing would have to be paid. I myself did not 
pay anything but the Polish guard went through all trucks trying to obtain 
money. Same intimidated women feared for their safety and money was collected, 
But the money was not paid because a German police officer said that otherwise 
there were no incidents.

On 3 June 1945 the American Officer then in command of the 
town of Asch (formerly Sudetengau, now Czechoslovakia) ordered 
me to take over the conveyance of 5). little children aged 1/2 
to 2.1/2 years in two large post autobusses to Glatz-Silesia, 
together with a Fraulein Kuppe and the necessary nursing staff. 
Those children, who had been evacuated to Asch and were native 
from Silesia or Upper Silesia resp., should be returned to their 
parents fron Glatz. As there was no accommodating possibility 
at Glatz, the Oberburgermeister sent us to the former children 
institute of Dr.Frieslich at Bad Altheide (11 km distant 

from Glatz). 


Dr.Frieslich took over the medical care for children, I 
myself was entrusted with the management, and Fraulein Kuppe was 
charged with the household affairs. 


During the Russian Occupation period the children's diet 
was sufficient and guaranteed. When, however, the Russian 
Occupation was replaced by Polish troops and the German 
administration was removed, the diet decreased from day to day, 
until a Polish Welfare Committee headed by Frau Schiminska, 
chairwoman of the Polish Western Districts Association, 
charged itself with the care of the children, because also Polis 
ones were among them, 


Our task to return the children to their parents could not 
be fulfilled except for 3 cases, because most of the letters 
came back to us with the remark “evacuated to German territory". 
My proposal to transfer the children to the Reich was approved o: 
by the Polish Kreis physician. Frau Schimiuska, however,

refused with the consent of the Polish Landrat at Glat ¢ She 
intended to send to the Reich only those children, whose parents 
reported, and to make the others Polish subjects. As her 
endeavours to obtain Polish nuns or other Polish nursing personnel 
remained unsuccessful (no salary, insufficient food), she declared 
prepared to give the children to Polish families. Thus, the German 
child Hildegund Brunner, whose mother was a teacher in Kreis 
Rybnik, but is no more registered there and is likely to live in 
the Reich, was taken from the institute for adoption by the Polish 
fanily Stawinsky resident at Glatz. 


In order to avoid a continuance of such cases, it is necessary 
that your office asks for the return of the children (subjects of 
the Reich) listed in the enclosure, for Fraulein Kuppe and I 
cannot do so, having been evacuated to this district from Altheide 
on 9.3.46. 

Frau Schopflin of Neuwied (Rhine) already reported to me and 


addressed the local British O/C. and the Refugee Comittee in order 
to get back her only child Heidemarie,.

Report on assuming command of No. 1 Iiaison Team, KALAWSK. 


Part i. 


The relief party left Berlin at 1000 hrs on Thursday, May 9. After an uneventful 
journey the Polish frontier was reached. Here there was an hour's delay as the 
Russian officer expected Russian permits for all personal weapons, personal baggage 
and cigarettes in excess of 30 per man. The difficulty was overcane by the gift 
of 30 cigarettes and a liberal injection of gin. The party reached KALAWSK at 

1700 hrs without further incident. 

Next day a visit was made to BRESLAU via BUNSLAU and LIEGNITZ. A call was made on 
the Governor and the leading personalities were met. 

On Saturday, May 11, the working of the station was studied. ‘The chief causes of 
delay were found to be the excessive number of Germans entraining at KALAWSK, and 
their passage through Polish registration and customs. ‘The Poles appear to be 
doing their utmost to cooperate with efficiency. At this period there has been a 
number of cases of deaths and illness on thetrains. Five deaths and a birth oceurr- 
ing within 48 hours. 

Lt. Col. Growse and his party left KALAWSK at 1030 hrs on Saturday May 11. 
Recommendation: That no party travel to or from KALAWSK without a German-speaking 
member of the party, and that the Russians be asked to issue a baggage and arms 
pass. 


Part II. 


Operation of Station.(1) The process works smoothly and there is no avoidable delay. 
The operation could be mich reduced in time if the number of persons applying to 
entrain at KALAWSK were to be reduced. But the number increases daily and causes 
grave overloading and delay. It is impracticable to turn them back as they would 
have nowhere to go and many of them could not make the return journey. Operation 

of three trains will ease the pressure on accommodation. 

Action Taken: The General Commissar will post notices conspicuously in all villages 
and on all routes to KALAWSK placing the town out of bounds. When it is seen that 
these notices are up, anyone ignoring the order will be turned back unless physically 
unfit to travel. It is proposed to begin the operation of three trains daily as soon 
as the second interpreter arrives and has learned his job - probably in about ten days. 
Action Required: Provision of loudspeaker set. A loud speaker system would ease the 
strain on the British end Polish staff and reduce the time required to get orders 
carried out. 

(2) Personnel. ‘The men are contented and work hard and well. They are snart and 
keen. However they have nothing to do in their spare time. Recreational facilities 
are required (see Appendix 'A'), 

(3) Delays in leave and replacement worry them. A revised schedule (see Appendix 'B') 
is attached, setting out recomended system of RELIEFS. This will be easily done if 
the permanent passes applied for by CRX are obtainable. 

(4) A per nc eaeae is required for the batman Pte. Lee, who has left on compassionate 
grounds. 


(5) A list of NAAFT supplies required is attached as Appendix 'C! 


al 


(6) Another clerk is needed on the strength of the unit. A man who can type well 
and fast is almost a necessity. 


Housing and Feeding. 
(7) This is adequate in every detail, except for a shortage of green vegetables. 


Transport. 

Certain spares and replacements are required (see Appendix 'D'). ‘The vehicles 
with exception of the inadequate Volkswagon, are in good running order, but looking 
shabby. 


Conclusion. 

(9) The team is working well under high pressure. Directly a second interpreter 
arrives it will be possible to handle three trains per day. With the additional 
staff already approved and with a reduction of the mmber of people arriving at 
KAIAWSK, independently, it should be possible to take up to five trains per day. 
Nothing will be said about this here until the operation of a third train is 
running successfully.

SUBJECT:- Deaths and birth on trains 147 and 153. 
1. Train 147 arrived at KALAWSK loaded with the inmates of a Russian 


civil internment camp. Three men were found to be unfit to travel further 
and hospitalised here. 


2. Two of these men died yesterday and one at 0400 hrs this morning. 


3. It is hoped to obtain a note fram the Polish authorities to the 
effect that the men died of heart failure following starvation, in time 
to attach it to this letter. 


4. We have been unable to ascertain where this train was loaded. 


5. At 0900 hrs this morning a woman gave birth to a baby on train 153. 
It was a breach birth and the woman required medical treatment. Both the 
woman end thebaby are now normal. 


6. At the urgent representation of the German doctor here, this woman is 
being sent on in the train as there is neither suitable nourishment nor treatment 
available in the hospital here. 


7. The woman came from VOGELSDORF and entrained at LANDESHOT. They came 
as volunteers and failed to report the condition of the mother. 


8. It is greatly regretted that it was impossible to give any notice of 
the arrival of this case. 


9. The strongest possible representations are being made to the Polish 
authorities that the medical condition of people mst be checked at the original 
entrainment point or concentration area. 


10. A woman eged 71 now has to be sent to hospital here, suffering from 
fatigue and starvation. 


11. Further representations will be made in this case.

Subject: Report for week-ending 18 May 46 Ref 1/PRK/2 


1. With the exception of the train of German Jews reported on the 
18 May, nothing out of the ordinary has occurred during the past week. 


2. The petrol situation is serious and we are living from day to day 
on the odd gallon the Poles can spare us. We have none at all for transport, 
and we have had no advice that any is on the way. 


3. The number of people arriving at KAIAWSK to entrain continues to 
increase and is now between 800 and 1,000 per day. There is no evidence that 
the authorities are making any effort to control this. Rather to the contrary, 
in fact, as it saves a lot of work in conveying people to recognised assembly 
points and entraining them there. 


4. The team spends about five hours per day in disinfecting and registering 
these people in addition to the work of handling three trains per day, which are 
supposed to come through. 


5+ The number of trains coming through each day are likely to be erratic 
as the Russian methods are rather quaint and whimsical and the Poles have not 
always got the trains available. 


6. It is proposed to make a rule of sending the first train each day to 
MARIENTHAL whether or not this train is followed by one, or two, or others, 
This is to ensure the speedy transit of mail. 


7- Might this HQ be informed whether, when we begin to pass four trains 
per day, two are to be routed to MARTENTHAL and two to UELZEN and whether it 
will be suitable to send then alternate trains, it being always understood that 
the first train to leave here in the morning shall go to MARTENTHAL. 


8. It is proposed to start sending four trains per day on June 1, but 
please await confirmation of this, as it is by no means certain that the 
Poles can pass that number by that date. 


9. An old couple aged 80 and 84 and suffering from heart failure and 
enteritis with general debility, were taken off train 167 yesterday for 
hospitalisation and are expected to die in a day or two. They entrained at 
LANDESHUT on the 17th,

2. Numbers 


So far 134 trains have passed through KOHLFURT, and the total 
numbers ¢ >d through by my staff is 227,111. I do not yet know 
the corresponding numbers as recorded in the British Zone, as 
obviously the later trains have not yet returned, but for the 
first 123 trains the numbers were:- 


Checked at KOHLFURT. Arrived British Zone. 
2077, 029 206, 708 
This disparity ie remarkably small. 


Health and Morale. 
These have undoubtedly improved during 


There is no doubt that the Germans are glad to be leaving 
and the general impression one gets by a casual scanning of each 
train load is one of tempered cheerfulness snd reasonable well- 
being. 

Slogans are frequently seen chalked on waggons, and all waggons 
are decorated with evergreens stce 

The number of sick on esch train has been at a persistently 
low figure for some time. According to compultations by my German 
Medical Staff there were on trains 25 to 134 a total of 522 pecple 
who would require admission to hospital immediately on arrival in 
the British Zone, an average of about 5 per train. 

In the first few trains the figure was considerably higher but 
unfortunately no records were kepte 

The number of young men is indeed noticibly low, the most 
general explanation being that "they ran away when the Russians 


advanced". 


4. Food Scales. 

These are admittedly the lowest 

I have discussed the metter repeatedly with many and various 
Officials, the general outcane being that it is not possible to 
keep to the scale originally laid down, which included meat, flour, 
pulses, tea etc. It is also maintained that the Swallows are 
getting as mich or more then Poles receive over the same period, 
besides endless irrelevant stories of the lack of food given to 
Poles by Germans in similar circumstances during the ware 


le 


The computation of food requirements, and it's distributiom 
forms a large part of this teams work for each train and 
I am satisfied that no train has left here with food stocks so 
low as to cause real distress on the journey. 


In this country there is no rationing as we understand it. 
Hach person is "guaranteed" a certain minimum, though this is not 
always available, Everything else is purchaseable by anybody with 
enough money, though prices both in Marks and Zloty are appalling. 
For instance a reasonably good luncheon at a Breslau Hotel for 
4 people costs some 3500 Zloty, or say 4000 Marks, 


With reference to the figures in para 3(a) of OsC. 709(R) Det's 
reports Noe 3, it must be remembered that those entraining et 
KOHLFURT (probably over 200 per train) are NOT included in the 
food issued as it is stipulated that they should bring their own. 


5+ Entrsinment at KOHLFURT. 


(a) This has now assumed such proportions as to cause 
difficulties and delay here. The highest number entrained in one 
day was 614, but the average is some 500. 

The total number entrained here up to trein Noe 134 is about 
17,250 (Figures were not kept for the first 30 trains, as numbers 
Were small). 

(>) Entrainees here have first to register st the Polish 
"Bureau" where their papers are scrutinised; then they have to 
pass through the Polish Custons Office where their baggege undergoes 
a vigorous examination; then to be dusted with DDT; and finally 
are allotted their waggons numbers according to the estimates of 
available space in each waggon previously made by my staff. 

(c) I discussed this matter with the Commissar fron Breslau 
who is in (part) charge of the Swallow operstione He said that 
the Polish Government wanted a “planned evacuation" and asked if TI 
would agree to his stopping this voluntary entrainment. To this 
I said thet I should be glad to see it stopped, but pointed out 
that the only proper way to achieve it properly was to dam the 
sourcs of flow by posting notices in villages, and not by picketting 
the approaches to the Railway Station. 

I was assured that notices would be in all villages ete by 2h Apr 
and that the influx should cease altogether by 1 Mays 

The figures for 30 Apr, 1, 2, and 3 May are respectively:~ 
614, 578, 376, and 460 end I have no doubt that the notices are not 
yet in evidence. 


I have et laet been reduced to requesting the Poles to limit the 
numbers at each starting point to 1400 per train, though the request 
has so far produced no result. 

(d) I hope thet it will be understood by higher suthority that I 
am in a difficult predicament over this matter. On the one hand I 
have to try end limit numbers to 1750 per train, but on the other, 
it is absolutely essential to clear all new arrivals by putting 
them on the trains for that day. Once let there be a residue left 
on the station after the departure of the piper ee pene 
wi nm i easing daily until eventually ¢ whole s 
pest + a imi abude of fome lesa and half-starved Germans 


If therefore the total of 1750 is exceeded, it frequently 
is, I trust the reasons will be understood. 


6. Foreigners on trains, 
now received explicit orders not to accept any but 
expelled German, and by this I have abided. 

I imagine that the stipulation was originally made to debar 
discontented minorities of Russians, Poles, Balts etc, but it's 
rigid application seems absurd on some occasions. For instance, 
two Dutch families recently arrived, having made their own way 
with great difficult from a town some 40 miles away, and with 
innumersble bundles and babies. As they were not Germans I hed to 
refuse them permissio to travel, which was denying to our Allies 
the rights accorded the Germans. 

I suggest that this is an anomaly which ought to be removed, 
and that the admission of the rare Allied Natimal should be left 
to the discretion of the 0.C. team here, in collaboration with 
the Polish Authorities.

al of my Polish Liaison Officer, waggon 1 

are told to invite complaints from their "flocks", to be 
to my office. As a result my office receives many vi 

ints vary in gravity; some are frivilous; some if true ere 
truly shocking, involving the perpetration of every imaginable 
bestiality. All complaints are recorded briefly by a German clerk 
in my office and are handed to my Polish Liaison Officer, who does 
his honest best to see that justice is done even if restitution 
cannot be made. 

Complaints are normally under three headings; Robvery, beatings, 
snd separation of families. Superimposed on all these is the 
question of short notice given to expelleese 

I think myself that there will ali s be trouble of this nature 
until the last German hes left, for the hatred of the Pole for the 
German is a terrible thing, and must inevitably find occasional 
vent through the loutish youths, armed to the teeth, that constitute 
the "Militia". 

In casee of separation, people are always given the option of 
going back to collect their relativ but in nearly every case are 
too frightened to accept. 

The definition of "family" is of course debatable, but for 
instance I consider that a complaint by a married man accompanied 
by his family that he has been separated from his married sister 
and her femily, living in a seprate house in the same village, 
cannot be sustained. 

The average number of complaints is about 15 per train, or ny 
16 of the people passing through, though it must be remembered thet 
one complaint msy embrace a family. 


8. Allowance of Currency. 


Although 1 have pas on to the Polish Authorities the 
instructions increasing the allowance of money to 1000 marks per 
head, neither it nor the fact that Allied marks may be included 
hes yet been accepted by the Poles.

Within the last month, Ge ave been recruited to work 
with the team. 

The outstanding people are two of the five German Doctors, 
who have temporarily renounced their calling and are devoting 
themselves to the general work of passing through the trains, 
with great success. ¥ 

The "foreman duter" also is a man of parts, snd there is also 
the sister of one of the Doctors who apeaks a little Nnglish, 
is a good typist and who acts eas clerk in my office on the Railway 
Station, answering routine questios and recording complaints. 

So long as the present German assistmts are available the team 
could et a pinch deal with 3 trains a day, without increase, though 
I think that the addition of one more Officer, preferably German 
speaking though not necessarily an Interpreter, would be most 
advisable For four or more trains a day I consider that a third 
Officer, preferably an Interpreter, would be needed, together with 
three more O.R's one of whom should be a NCO (Cpl. of Sgt) 

If the present Germm assistents leave in June, as they probably 
will, and are not adequately replaced, then the extra officer 
required for 5 trains a day, must, I consider, be en Interpreter.

The trensport left W.-Altwasser on 1. May 1944 at approx. 1945 hrs. and 
arrived at Kohlfurt on 15 May 1946 at aprox, 0500 hrs. 


During the journey, after the train had left Iiegnitz Station, Waggon 
Nr. 16 was robbed by three men in Polish Railway unifonns at approx, 0100 hrs. 
. According to the waggon-leader the following was taken away: ne suitcase and 
one basket with olothing, one sack with two beds and one suitcase with food. 
During that incidence Miss Helene Wolf, born 20.7.1896, was badly injured in 
the face. With reference to the injury a report from the Red Cross Team 
accompanying this train is attached. No other indicence took place. The 
people were threatened with a revolver, while they were beaten with rubber 
truncheons. 


As evidence is atteched a railway comecting tube, with which the above- 
mentioned woman wes beaten. Also a screw was left behind by the attackers, 
but it was not used. 


Kohlfurt, 15 May 1946, 


Report of the Red Cross Team accampenying transport Noe (train No. 158). 


At 0515 hrs. on the morning of the 15 May 1946 the first Aid team was 
asked for assistance by the wagon-leader of No. 16 truck. In truck lio. 16 
first aid had to be applied to a Miss Helene Wolf from Gottesberg in Silesia, 


The above-mentioned woman had an open heavily bleeding wound, which was about 


3em( inches) on the right cheek below the eye and an internal haemorrhage 


bleeding of the right eye. Owing to lack of banilages the wound was only 
insufficiently treated.

As the transport doctor I wish to report about the conditions of health 
ani feeding on this train. 


The evacuees on this train were loaded on to this train for the contimation 
of the journey after a stay of three days in collecting camp, Waldenburg, so that 
the smill supply of food has been eaten up. Spot cheoks showed that even small 
quantities of food (one loaf of bread or 250 grams of butter or fat) ard larger 
quantities, such as 5 kg of bacon or butter, were taken away from those evacuees 
who had a little more food. 


After this inquiry it is not to be wondered at that even after a journey 
of 12 hours only, a child, aged 8 weeks, died of starvation, and that several 
older persons and small children tenporarily lost consciousness through 
Weakness and hunger.

At the sané time the 
waggon leaders of the LANDESHUT train were threatened that 211 members 
of the transport were to be kept at the starting point of the train, in 
this case the town of LANDESHUT, if the waggon leaders refuged to sig 
the declaration.

"Tt is a remarkable and terrifying fact that nearly all the 
refugees stated unanimously 1 in a convincing way that t! had been 
severely ill-treated by the Poles, particularly also women, who had 
been injured with rifle butts and horse whips. Several men had deep 
scars in the skull bone, fingers crippled by ill-treatment, fractures 
of the ribs which were more or less healed, partly large bloodshot 
spots on their back and their seco The latter was also seen with 
women. Some men asserted to having been whipped until they lost their 
conscience and, in order to be "called back to life", to be poured over 
with cold water, 


The refugees accordingly were in very low spirits and full 
of bitterness, though they were glad to have escaped from "hel"."

The caamissionaries then told me that only my eldest 
daughter and myself would be expelled, but that my wife Agnes HEIN, nee HANN G 
and my daughters Magdalena and Maria had, been deferred and must stay behind. Thus 
I and my eldest daughter had to leave our house at 0700 hrs on 6 Apr 46. We were 
allowed to carry only a rucksack and 500 RM each with us. By means of a cert we 
were transported to Landeck where we must pass a control. They took everything 
away which the people could not carry. All jewels and money in cash exceeding 
500 RM were tak away too. On the same evening we were put in a goods train 
standing at Landeck station and sent off to Kohlfurt. There we were taken charge 
of by a military British mission, ife were told bj lieutenant that all people 
should report who had been separated from their families. Thereupon I reported 
to the office that I had been separated from my wife and my 2 daughters because as 
alleged they had been deferred and had to stay behind, The British Officer’ told us 
that he did not wish that families were separated from each other instructing 
me to report my case to the appropriate office as soon as possible after my arrival. 


I politely ask to take steps to ensure that my family and myself will be 
re-united again.

(2) It was agreed that people making their ow way to Kalawsk for the purpose 


of boarding the train should be allowed to bring any food they wish with thea, unless 
such emounts are obviously and absurdly exessive.

I feel there mst be sone mistake, as to deprive people of their dogs without 
any reason will couse preat distress.
